Belfast is from farms other than Grade A 
establishments. While many of these are 
beyond reproach, there was no guarantee that 
the milk supplied was not free from tubercu- 
losis. 

Professor Tylecoté, speaking at the Man- 
chester Corporation meeting, said that the 
risk of emgscenire from milk was much 
realer than generally s ed. 

. Dr. Andrew Trimble, chief tuberculosis 
officer for Belfast, following a visit to Canada, | 
gave some interesting details of the results 
achieved in To: onto by pasteurising the city’s 
milk supply. Before the milk was treated in 
this way there was a fairly high death-rate 
from tubereulosis, and since then the death- 
rate from this cause had become negligible. 

The decline in the death-rvate from tubercu- 
losis in Belfast in recent years might be 
attributed, not only to the excellent system 
of sanatorium treatment and the work of the 
Tuberculosis Institute, but also in a great 
measure to the use of pasteurised milk su 
plied by the Co-operative Society to the work- 
ing classes. 

Should the Manchester experiment for the 
compulsory pasteurisation of the whole milk 
supply prove successful there will be a de- 
noe for the adoption of similar measures in 
beliast. 


The “Cat” for 
Reckless Motorists. 


Coroner’s Comments at 
Inquest. |

BELFAST, Thursday. : 

A strong protest against reckless motor 
driving was made by the Belfast Coroner 
(Dr. James Graham) to-day, when he investi- i 
gated a New Year's Eve motor accident, 
which occurred on the Lisburn road, Belfast, | 
at the imquest on the body of Samuel 
Kingham (46), of Little Park, Fimaghy. ““In. 
my opinion,” said the Coroner, “this is a 
clear case of reckless driving. I have a 
very decided opinion as to that.’’ He returned 
an open verdict. . 

“I wonder,” added the Coroner, “when 
these motor accidents will cesse? It seems 
that nowadays anyone can get a licence, 
whether they are competent te drive or not. 
At this time of the mght special precautions , 
should have been taken, and this, I am con- | 
vinced, was. not done, with the erendioh 
result. At one time I asked for more power, 
and suggested that the cat-o’-nine tails, 
should be used on these reckless and wanton 
motorists My. experience is that they get 
off too lightly, and I think the ‘cat’ would 
be a very effective means of correction.’ 

Samuel Kingham, a son of the dead man, 


said that on Thursday, December 31st, about 
midnight, he was walking along the 
main Lisburm road, towards Finaghy, 


with his father, mother, his brother, John. 
and his grandfather and grandmother. At 
Walker’s garage his father was walking on 
the concrete, about three feet from the left- 
hand side of the road. ‘There was no kerb-. 
stone at that place. Witness heard a motor 
cat ‘coming behind from hé direction of | 
Dunmurry. He looked round and saw the 
car, about ten yards from them. ‘The fights | 
wete poor, Suddenly he saw the car strike 
his father, who was knocked about five feet 
in the air and thrown ten or twelve ‘yards. 
towards Belfast. “The car afterwards pulled, 
up in about thirty-five to forty yards. The | 
car was, in his opinion, travelling about forty 
miles an hour. He did not see any other cars 
on the road just at the time of the accident.

Finally, the Treaty provides 
that the parties concerned shall consult 
together in the event of any alleged 
infraction by a signatory Power.

views. Thus Japan’s position is called 
in question in a manner which she can- 
not ignore, and the whole problem of 
Manchuria is likely to be reopened with 
resul's that hardly can be foreseen.

On the other 
side arguments are not wanting, but it is 
bootless to pursue them at the moment. 
The repute of the League of Nations to- 
day is.equivocal in the extreme. Only a 
grim resolve not to doubt the League's 
efficacy has prevented its wholesale con- 
demnation. While its work in connection 
with social difficulties, such as the drug 
traffic, has been of the greatest value, the 
fact remains that, wherever it has been 
required to exercise the function for which 


it was created—the adjustment of national | 


rivalries—it has seldom acted with 
fixity of purpose and always has moved 
too late. The Manchurian affair has shed 
a crue! light upon this weakness. Several

competent authorities are convinced that | 


the League Council's ponderous delibera- 
tions in Paris served only to exacerbate 
a quarrel which might have been 
settled by prompt intervention. The 
commission of five members, under the 
chairmanship of the Earl of Lytton, sur- 
vives to-day as the League's sole tangible 
contribution. In such circumstances it is 
not surprising that the United States 
Government, which has much at stake in 
Pacific waters, has decided to fend for 
itself. | 

Eight nations, therefore—if it is true 
that M. Stimson has the support of the 
other signatories—tacitly have admitted 
the return to the old diplomacy. Indeed, 
Japan, by her causing of this alarm, may 
be placed in the same galley. What then 
is at stake to raise so great a pother? The 
answer is threefold. Japan’s growing 
hold on the Pacific trade, upon which, the 
acquisition of Manchuria will affix a seal, 
has aroused America’s incipient jealousies 
to the point of action. Great Britain, 
anxious concerning India and her Far 
Eastern dependencies, is becomin, 
sensitive about Japan’s access of terri- 
torig] resources—the Singapore base was 
built for no other reason; and France 
cherishes like feelings regard to 
Annam and Cochin China. In a smaller 
degree the other signatories of the Nine- 
Power Treaty are becoming nervous; for 
they have possessions. How far the eight 
countries wil] be able to succeed where 
the League so conspicuously has failed 
remains to be seen, but their efforts to 
limit Japanese aspirations scarcely can 
produce less result. Unfortunately, these 
countries, whose aims are so similar in the 
Pacific, are liable to be split by their 
European interests; and those who are 
watching the signs of the times will 
observe the workings of their chancelleries 
during the next few weeks with a keen 
eye. The grouping of the nations has 
begun, and the League has not been able 
to prevent it.

We are glad, 
therefore, that, before the ghost story 
becomes extinct, Admiral Sir William 
Goodenough has given the children of this 
generation a chance to savour it. Lecturing 
this week to young people, he showed a 
lantern slide of an old house in Malta, 
where queer things had happened. A 
young naval officer once rescued two ladies 
from assault in a street of Valetta, and 
was invited to their home--the house of 
the lantern slide. ‘There he smoked, 
talked and was entertained hospitably. 
On the following morning he missed his 
cigarette case and went back to the house. 
He found it locked and shuttered, and was 
told that it had not been occupied for 
years; but he contrived to enter. The 
house, which, on the previous night, had 
been well-furnished and gay with lights, 
was now empty and half in ruins. On the 
stairs, thickly covered with dust, were his 
own footprints, and on a table in the 
largest room lay—his cigarette case. The 
Admiral’s yarn holds al] the elements of a 
good ghost story—mystery, a touch of 
terror and a strong appeal to the imagina- 
tion. Moreover, its truth is an article of 
faith with the whole British Navy, and 
many ward-rooms know the officer's name. 
The moral is the moral of all ghost 
stories— 

There are more things in heaven and earth, 

Horatio, 

Than are dreamt of in your philosophy. 
We should welcome the revival of the 
ghost story, if only as an antidote to the 
cocksureness of this material age. 


The Young Brigade. 


In a letter to the Morning Post “A 
Wild Mountain Man ” complains that 
he ““ cannot get guns of twenty to 
thirty to walk the heather and up 
to a dog when he points.” Such weak- 
ness in modern youth is ascribed by this 
stalwart of a sterner age—he claims to be 
seventy.one—to ‘‘ motoritis,”’ cigarette- 
smoking and the cocktail habit. The 
“ Wild Mountain Man” is convinced 
that, if these noxious customs were discon- 
tinued, new glories would lie before 
England, culminating ultimately in the 
defeat of the Springboks, Attacks of this 
sort upon the younger generation are not 
new; indeed, they gather momentum as 
the reminiscences of our elders develop 
with the years. A few weeks ago a 
route march of some twenty miles by the 
Scots Guards evoked a chorus of 
journalistic applause, but Cheltenham 
growled in its clubs. Long-forgotten 
prodigies by tireless troops in remote out- 
posts of Empire were remembered hastily, 
while the more erudite discussed 
Hannibal's crossing of the Alps and the 
repetition of the same feat by the almost 
naked army of revolutionary France. 
Where, they asked, were the boys of the 
old brigade? It appeared that they were 
nowhere ; yet in fact their like exists, and, 
when the occasion arises, the same stamina 
reappears. It may be true that to-day we 
take our pleasures less arduously, but 
brave answers still are forthcoming to 
every challenge of necessity or duty. It 
is certain, too, that our national standards 
of physical health and fitness are highe 
now than they were fifty years ago.

HOTELS AND RESTAURANTS. 

In regard to hotels and restaurants, the 
report states :'— The majority of hotels in 
this country are out of dete, the accommoda- 
tion is unattractive, and the catering is primi- 
tive, and there is obviously an absence of 
trained hotel manacement. These conditions 
apply all oyer England and Wales, and they 
are especially noticeable in our large indus- 
trial and. commercial centres It is hopeless 
to expect any large increase of foreign.visitors 
or, indeed, of home custem, unless hotels are 
radically reformed.” 

A special hotel licence should be granted 
to premises in which the annual receipts from 
the sale of intoxicants do not exceed fifty 
per cent. of the total. In restaurants hold- 
ing special licences receipts from intoxicants 
must not exceed sixty per cent. 

Special privileges are given in return, a 
condition telus that fresh drinking water 
should be available on all tables. The 
privileges include permission to serve intoxi- 
cants with meals on week-days to midnight 
in the Metropolis, and to eleven p.m. in the 
provinces, with an additioual half-hour for 
consumption of such liquor; the right to 
serve intoxicants with meals up to three p.m., 
and that guests may treat non-resident 
guests at any hour in such a hotel until 
midnight. 


TIED HOUSES. 

The tied-house system is criticised, and it 
is recommended that in all future contracts 
a tie for articles other than intoxicating 
— should be null and void.

Justices licences should be necessary for 
theatres and music hall drink licences, and 
not ouly for the latter, as now, Cinema 
theatres at present unlicensed should remain 
so.

INTOXICANTS ON TRAINS. 

It is proposed to make legal the sales of 
intoxicants on trains between 11 a.m. and 
ó p.m., and 6 p.m. to 10. p.m., the sale at 
present being technically a ‘breach of the law. 
It is also proposed to legalise it in aircraft. 

Six members of the Committee make reser- 
vations to the report. and three submit 
minority reports. 

Lady Simon, wife of Sir Ernest Simon

The Franco-British Dilemma. 


Considerable importance is attached in 
Paris to the negotiations with which Sir 
Frederick Leith Ross has been entrusted. 
and it is not altogether improbable that 
he will be successful in his efforts to induce 
the French Government to agree to an 
extended period for a reparations mora- 
torium. The most important factor in the 
situation is that, if Germany is given a 
moratorium for some years, Great Britain 
and France will have to ask for simila- 
relief from the United States. Such an 
application will need very careful 
handling. It would be extremely awkward 
for everybody if the United States Govern. 
ment declined to extend the present mora 
torium. It is said that this is one of the 
reasons why discussions between Mr. 
Macdonald and M. Laval are so necessary 


at Lausanne. It is not tmprobable, how. 
ever. that the death of M. Maginot, War 
Minister in M. Laval’s Cabinet, may 
bring about changes; for it is known that 
M. Laval is anxious to bring more 
Radicals into his Government. He may 
offer his resignation to the President with 
a view to reforming his Cabinet. In this 
case there may be some interesting exclu- 
sions and a delay in conversations on the 
subject of reparations. 


Germany's Capacity. 


So much depends upon a satisfactory 
adjustment. of the reparations question 
that it is not surprising that the City is 
watching events with something approach. 
ing anxiety—th this anxiety during 
the past few days has been tempered with 
the bán that something good may come 
out of the Lausanne Conference. A point 
much discussed in City circles is that of 
the large financial resources which German 

people hold outside their country. They 
fre estimated to amount in sterling to 
something approaching £400,000,000—a 


i sum at present beyond the: reach of the 


German Treasury. These moneys are of 
vast importance, since, if a moratorium 
for a considerable period were given to 
Germany, they could, and probably would, 
be employed in re-establishing German 
trade at the expense of other countries. 
In this connection 1t is pointed out that 
Germany's national debt is comparatively 
small for her population, while an 
immense amount of new plant and equip- 
ment has been installed during recent 
years. It is not altogether surprising that 
City men are discussing possibilities with 
much interest. 

The Licensing Commission. 

The Licensing Commission has been a 
costly luxury; for the sum expended has 
been approximately £19,000—though it is 
possible that part of this amount will be 
recouped by the sale of copies of the report 
and the evidence. The Wifiinission Was 
composed of twenty-one members, and the 
late Lard Thomson, who lost his life in the 
R 101 disaster; was its first chairman. He 
was succeeded by Lord Amulree, who was 
appointed on September 25th, 1929. 
During the sittings of the Commission no 
fewer than two ‘hundred witnessés were 
examined, but the taking of evidence was 
concluded last May, and the Commission 
has spent eight months ‘in arriving at its 
report. (pinion inclines to the view that 
the report is not likely to prove generally 
acceptable, and the probability 1s that 
little will be heard of it for some time to 
come. 


Fashions in Downing Street. 


Once, while Mr. Asquith was Prime 
Minister, great excitement was created by 
Mrs. Asquith, now the Countess of Oxford, 
who held a review of French fashions, 
brought over from Paris for the occasion, 
in No. 10 Downing street. Mrs. Baldwin 
intends, in a measure, to copy the exampie 
set by Lady Oxford, and is organising 4 
trade show to take place at.

A NEW CAPE FLIGHT.

“The American Government continues 
confident that the work of the Neutral 
Commission recently authorised by the 
League Council will facilitate an alterna- 
tive solution of the difficulties now exist- 
ing between China and Japan. 

““ But in view of the present situation, 
and its own rights and obligations there- 
in, the American Government deems it to 
be its duty to notify both Japan and 
China that it cannot admit the legality 
of any situation de facto, nor does it 
intend to recognise any treaty or agree- 
ment entered into between those Govern- 
ments or agents thereof which may impair 
the treaty rights of the United States or 
its citizens in China, including those re- 
lating to the sovereignty, independence, 
or territorial or administrative integrity 
of China, commonly known as ‘the 
open door policy,’ and does not intend 
to recognise any situation, treaty or 
agreement which may have been brought 
about by means contrary to the Covenants 
and obligations of the Pact of Paris, to 
which both China and Japan, as well as 
the United States, were parties.” 


JAPAN’S ATTITUDE, 


The American Note has not yet been 
published in Tokyo, according to a 
message received by the Associated Press 
from Tokyo timed 10 a.m. on January 
8th; but the Japanese position is, it is 
understood, that Manchuria concerns only 
Japan and China, and that there is, 
therefore, no occasion for interference by 
a third party.

THE DRINK REPORT. 


In a leading article The Times to-day 
states:—When the appointment of a 
Royal Commission on the drink question, 
whose report is issued to-day, was 
announced « “er two years ago a good deal 
of surprise was expressed, in view of the 
large and progressive reduction in the 
consumption of liquor and in public 
drunkenness continucd for several years. 
This improvement is, indeed, astonishing. 
or spectacular, to use tho ter.a adopted 
by the Royal Commission itself. It is 
noticeable especially among the younger 
generation. It is due partly to a change 


tinuing pressure of high prices, which 
must in their turn be contributing not a 
little to the formation of a settled social 
habit. 

How much of this is to be counted 
permanent gain only the future can show, 
but it is not one of the ! .st significant 
conclusions of the Commission that a 
general rise in prosperity would not mean 
a relapse into insobriety on the former 
scale. From that point of view no element 
of urgency attended the appointment of 
the Commission or can honestly be said 
to attend its conclusions. 


A LICENSING COMMISSION. 

The recommendation which is likely to 
prove the most contentious of the Commis- 
sion’s proposals is the appointment of a 
National Licensing Commission, adds 
The Times. The Commissioners would 
receive a nominal retaining fee and 
expenses. They would exercise a general 


development. Though the Commissioners 
attach serious importance to this proposal, 
it does not seem to be indispensable to 
their schemes, and the present resources 
of administration should be equal to the 
responsibilities foreseen for it. This and. 
no doubt, not a few other conclusions of 
the majority are not likely to issue in 
legislation; but their report has more 
than an academic value, because the Com- 
mission has made a manifest attem: + to 
approach the task from the standpoint of 
the normal consumer. 

It is a quarry of material which the 
legislator will find useful in the future, 
when the nation is able to turn its eyes 
again from the elementary necessities of 
self-preservation.
